British Columbia's tugboat dispute was thrust 
into further confusion Thursday with a series of mill 
shutdowns, court injunctions and the entrance into 
the dispute by a pulp workers' union. 

MacMillan Bloedel Ltd. was 
forced to close its Canadian 
White Pine division in Van¬ 
couver when picket lines 
appeared Thursday morning, 
putting 600 men out of work. 
That closure in turn forced a 
shutdown at the firm's adja¬ 
cent plywood division because 
of a lack of steam from the 
pine plant. 

Pickets said to be members 
of the Canadian Merchant 
Service Guild went up outside 
the indei>enclently owned 
Mayo Mill, near Nanaimo. 
Thursday despite a court 
injunction against picketing. 

The line was honored by 150 
workers at the mill belonging 
to IWA Local 1-80. Duncan.

Today could be the 
last day of normal mail 
service in most of Can¬ 
ada as strikes and pro¬ 
tests by 27,000 postal 
workers spread around 
the country as a prelude 
to a national strike vote 
Tuesday. 

Inside workers at Mon¬ 
treal's main post office 
walked off their jobs Thurs¬ 
day night and picket lines 
went up around the huge 
downtown building. 

The workers mingled with 
about 1,550 pickets while 
about 20 members of the city 
police riot squad looked on.

MacMillan Bloedel obtained 
an interim restraining order 
against picketing by the 
Canadian Merchant Service 
Guild, representing 1.200 tow- 
boat workers who normally 
supply the mills with logs. 

The company later said not 
all the picketers were guild 
members, however, and it 
will apply today for another 
injunction to halt all picketers. 
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“Some May cheques have already been delivered 
and the rest will be out Friday along with the June 
cheques. 

“We handle some for distant points in the 
province and these will not reach their destinations 
until next week. We have absolute confidence that 
our staff will co operate ki this matter.” 

Local postal union officials don’t anticipate any 
disruption in service here similar to that in eastern 
Canada where sitdowns and study sessions have 
clogged normal mail channels. 

“We have established a policy here of following 
the national headquarters directives," said letter 
carriers local president Marcel Boutin, “and we 
intend to stick by it.

An Egyptian guided missile 
patrol boat attacked and sank 
a 70-ton Israeli fighting boat 
in the Mediterranean shortly 
before midnight Wednesday, 
Israel said Thursday. A 
spokesman said the four 
crewmen aboard the trawler 
were missing. 

The only other Israeli ship 
sunk since the June, 1967, war 
was the navy destroyer Eilat 
in October, 1967, sent to the 
bottom by an Egyptian mis¬ 
sile boat. 

Earlier, an unknown num¬ 
ber of Syrian troops entered 
eastern Lebanon near Deir el 
Ac hair without the authoriza¬ 
tion of the Lebanese govern¬ 
ment, witnesses in the area 
said. 

Lebanese military authori¬ 
ties have demanded they 
withdraw. 

Persona in Chtaura said 
Lebanese security officers in 
the city are receiving calls 


from several towns in south¬ 
east Lebanon that Syrian 
forces are moving through the 
area. 

In the air war, Israeli 
planes pounded Egypt's Suez 
Canal positions for seven 
hours Thursday and shot 
down two MiG21 fighters that 
challenged them, a Tel Aviv 
spokesman announced. Israeli 
planes also swept into Jordan 
to silence Arab rocket bases, 
he said.

Deposits of Calcium 
Not Always Problem

Dear Dr. Tbostcaon: Just 
what is a “calcium deposit”? 
After reading about football 
players and their torn liga¬ 
ments, I was surprised to 
read of a baseball player 
being treated for a calcium 
deposit in his back. 

Mine is on the upper back. 
All I was told was thjt to get 
relief I could get a "shot'' Of 
what? Cortisone? Is that the 
only treatment? What causes 
them, and are there any do's 
or don’ts in regard to food, 
weight o r exercies?—Mrs. 
E.8. 

Neither football players nor 
housewives have any 
monopoly o n calcium de¬ 
posits. Probably just about 
everybody has some, but they 
don't always do any mischief 


fact that you have a "calcium 
deposit" at the site. 

But when, as sometimes 
happens, the calcium is 
located at some strategic 
spot, you may have some 
pain. 

A fracture or an open 
wound need not be involved. 
When you mention a calcium 
deposit in the back, it could 
be the result of an injury but 
no fracture. 

Diet has no effect. Weight 
might, depending an where 
the deposit is. Exercise won't 
remove a calcium deposit, 
and in general will have no 
effect, except for one thing: if 
a deposit is causing lameness 
in a joint, enough movement 
to prevent the joint from 
stiffening is in order. The 
"shot"? Probably cortisone or 
some derivative.

WINDSOR. Ont. <CP> — A 
vital link between Canada and 
'he United States was vir¬ 
tually cut off Thursday by a 
walkout of 420 Canadian 
customs and excise em¬ 
ployees at the Detroit-Windsor 
border crossings. 

About 35 supervisory per¬ 
sonnel struggled to replace 
absent employees, but a mas¬ 
sive traffic tie-up kept border 
crossings to a trickle. Many 
truck drivers declined to 
cross picket line* and left 
their vans parked on the 
bridge ramp. 

The basic issue is protection 
of customs officers working 
one-man shifts at night. 

A spokesman in Ottawa for 


the Public Service* Alliance 
of Canada said Windsor 
customs officers often receive 
notices from Detroit police 
asking them to stop cars 
whose occupants are "armed 
and dangerous." 

Joe Chafe, spokesman for 
the Windsor group, said the 
government has ignored the 
request of .his men for an 
intercom system to help men 
working alone at night. 


An official of the federal 
labor department said Wed¬ 
nesday in Ottawa that federal 
mediators were working on 
the dispute, attempting to 
"fix up a deal.”

The MPs Should Be Told 


I N A WAY it is surprising to team that the spe¬ 
cial committee studying a possible pay Increase 
for members of Parliament has received only about 
1.250 letters from the public. But perhaps this is 
only a reflection of the public's lack of confidence 
in its ability to influence to any great extent the 
three-man committee appointed to advise the 
government on the subject. 

The committee may very well inform the 
government of the degree of public opposition it 
has perceived to higher pay for the legislators. But 
a committee that will journey to Washington to see 
how well U S. congressmen are paid—when the 
fullest of information is surely available by 
correspondence—seems highly unlikely to report to 
the government in *x weeks or so that 
parliamentarians should tighten their belts or even 
show an exemplary measure of restraint. 

In his Ottawa Offbeat column on this page last 
Sunday, however, Richard Jackson suggested that 
mail might be effective if addressed to a different 
destination: "Write to your MP—especially If he is 
a young Liberal, for this business is largely of their 
making—and tell him they better not dare do it... 
TeD them not now, when they’re supposed to be 
setting an example of restraint in these inflation¬ 
ary times. Tell them maybe okay—but after the 
next election.” 


This course of action, we concur, is possibly 


the last chance and the only hope of heeding off 
the members of Parliament from repeating the 
performance of 1963 when their remuneration was 
raised by 80 per cent to a total of $18,000 a year, 
$6,000 of it tax-free for non-accountable expenses, 
and with substantial fringe benefit* since added. 
They talk now—those who do talk publicly, and 
with the exception of a trio of NDP members who 
actively oppose a pay Increase—of wanting $28,000 
or $30,000 a year: a boost of around 66 per cent 

If they were to talk of 35 per cent, or 5 per 
cent a year since the 1963 pay grab, this would be 
more in line with what the government preache* to 
all other parts of the Canadian economy. But it 
would still, a* we have remarked before, emphasize 
the plight of those whose small incomes do not 
keep pace. In fact, it look* as if at least one (rf the 
young Liberal* out for a big raise is completely out 
of touch with how most Canadians Eve. Why pay 
an MP (at $18,000 a year), be asks, "Eke a cterk?” 

Early on, John Diefenbaker argued that any 
Increase proposed by the special committee should 
be deferred until after the next election, to give the 
citizens a chance to express themselves on the 
subject. He is not apt to be heeded In 
Parliament—unless a sufficient number of voters 
makes plain to the MPs individually that they may 
be taking a grave paBtical risk.

Richard Nixon runs the U S.

•laying of four Kent State University students in Ohio, the 
young marched again. This time there was a difference. 

Even before the Cambodian move, die idea of hitting 
Nixon with political action instead of rhetoric was 
germinating. 

While Attorney-General John Mitchell’s assessment of the 
Saturday rally as “lethargic” is reasonably accurate, there 
was another side to this protest. Up on Capitol Hill, students, 
faculty members and even some university administrators 
were — and still are — patrolling the corridors seeking to 
influence Congress against the war. 

* “ * * 

Any congressman with sufficiently keen political instinct 
to have won free office tpaoe on Capitol Hill has enough 
savvy to sense a good political issue before it rolls over him. 
That, In the view of many observers. Is why the students and 
their ideas have won such apparent broad support among the 
politicians. 

The students have promised to examine the records of all 
candidates in November'! congressional elections and work 


for those who pass the test of supporting their anti-war 
beliefs. Some universities have agreed to close for a month or 
so to permit the young to hit the campaign trail. 

Remembering how the unpaid, enthusiastic students 
worked political miracles in New Hampshire and elsewhere 
for Senator Eugene McCarthy in his 1968 bid for the 
Democratic presidential nomination, many are anxious to 
have the young on their team. 

* * * 

Already the Senate has before it a resolution that would 
bind Nixon to his promise to withdraw American troops from 
Cambodia by the end of June. 

More improtant, there are Indications the president is 
getting this message. Instead of staying in the White House, 
he was out at dawn last Saturday talking with a handful of 
demonstrators. 

Even if he now may be willing to communicate, the early 
evidence is that he will need much more practice. Ironically, 
the consensus seems to be that the students don’t want to 
talk with him. "We know all he has to say on the subject," 
one said. 

* * * 

Another hatch of students, after a meeting with Mitchell, 
also complained they could not communicate. They said 
Mitchell kept talking about a "Hanoi-directed” minority while 
they kept trying to explain the breadth and depth of dissent 
among moderate Americans. 

Not only students, but Congress and administration 
personnel continue to complain that they cannot get through 
to the president. The Senate foreign relations committee said 
Thursday it hadn’t even received a reply to it* request last 
week for a private session with Nixon. 

Such complaints echo the remarks of Interior Secretary 
Walter Hickel that three or so White House associates alone 
have the president’s ear and others — even members of his 
cabinet — can't get through the barrier.

Sunday, George Romney, 
secretary of housing and 
urban development, said in 
New York: “I think that 
Secretary Hickel rendered a 
real service in the letter that 
he wrote, and I'm pleased 
that the president recognized 
that he had made a sound 
suggestion, and acted 
promptly.”

Agnew did not need ■ direct 
presidential order to temper 
his public remarks.

Caribbean in Ferment

Political storms have stirred the normally tranquil 
waters of the Caribbean in recent weeks, and it would be 
rash to assume that the hurricane season is over. 

Black Power riots have rocked Trinidad, “student power” 
took to the streets in Costa Rica, and coast guard mutineer! 
In Haiti shelled the palace of President Francois I Papa Doc) 
Duvalier. * 

Although these and other Caribbean disorders may share 
no single common cause, they are all symptoms pf a common 
political uneasiness in a region which is too often disregarded 
in the world's councils. 

Common problems facing the Caribbean's small 

territories include: 

* * * 

• Emergence from colonialism to independence, often 

with an inadequate “backbone’’ of qualified administrators. 

• Agricultural economies based on such commodities as 
sugar and bananas, two of the world’s most vulnerable cash 


have the means to cope with.

South Vietnam's economy is 
in an acutely serious state.

On present rates of pay a 
soldier can afford to buy food J 
for his family for only 15 days 
in each month.

The impact on morale 
has not been noticeable yet, 
but then the level of fighting 
until the Cambodia campaign 
began has not been high.

The vital Phoenix program 
for the elimination of Com¬ 
munist cadres from the ham¬ 
lets and villages has slowed 
almost to a halt.

Given time and confidence 
these problems could be over¬ 
come.

S. Smith Griswold, former 
air control officer of Loa 
An*elea County and now a 
■mog consultant In Washing¬ 


ton, told the American Society 
of Newspaper Editors Wed¬ 
nesday tne automobile indus¬ 
try has been irresponsible in 
the battle against air pollu¬ 
tion. 

He accused It oI stalling 
smog-fightlng efforts, paying 
only “lip service” to controls, 
providing Inadequate equip¬ 
ment, and trying to transfer 
financial responsibility for 


ineffective performance to the 
car buyer, 

“The fact that the Ameri¬ 
can people have spent nearly 
H,000,000,000 to date on ex¬ 
haust control devices which 
are not providing the benefits 
for which they were purchas¬ 
ed is reprehensible and a re¬ 
flection on both industry and 
government,'* Griswold said. 

He said the industry en¬ 


gaged in “dilatory and diver¬ 
sionary tactics" for yean to 
avoid public recognition it 
was responsible for moat 
smog. 

Now, be said, it provides 
inadequate controls which 
quickly deteriorate and 
blames price increases on 
improved safety equipment 
and smog control devices. 

Griswold said the industry 


listed smog control as one at 
the reasoos (or price hikes on 
1969 models even though the 
federal standards were iden¬ 
tical to thoae for 1968 ears. 

"Hopefully, each successive 
year's Increase in prices 
attributed to air pollution is 
not cumulative I" be said. 

“The industry must not be 
allowed to transfer the finan¬ 
cial responsibility for con¬ 


tinued effective performance 
to individual auto owners who 
are dependent on too few 
qualified service mechanics." 

Charles Helnen, chief of 
emission control and chemical 
development for Chrysler 
Corp., said “the hidden fact is 
that starting with the 1970 
models, the auto industry 
began to build low emission 
vehicles.”

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There are blues at Deep Bay and two out of dx boat* 
returned with limits and others picked up some. They have 
been feeding on shrimp and Flash tails or red and pink Henry 
Smith wobblers have been taking them. 

The blues are now spread out alt the way from Nanaimo to 
Deep Bay, with concentrations at Claytons and French Greek 
and some in the Qualicum and Big Qualicum areas. Quite a lew 
are heavier than 4S4 pounds and average has been 3% pounds. 
Bucktaiiers are now picking them up and Shrimplet and 
Flashtaii below the surface have also worked weH. 

Off Nanaimo feed has been thick la waters around 
Newcastle Island and green and white Flashtaii, eight ounces of 
weight, has been getting blues and Chinooks to nine pounds. 

Some bluebaeks, almost coho, have reached Otter Point 
waters off Sooke and they will be the fish returning through 
Juan de Fuca from the Swiftsure banks. 

Saanich Inlet has been giving up some bluebaeks to four 
pounds for anglers fishing shallow, four ounces, in the Senanus 
Island to Coles Bay run. 

Saanich Inlet in the Flnlayson Arm end has been giving up 
some good chinook fishing from heavy weight to 20 pounds and 
better, with an average of IK. fish a bout Early mornings have 
been good with 150 feet of line and one pound of weight, but 
late evenings have been the best times. 

Brentwood end has been giving up some limits of four- 
pound chinooks to shallow and deep trailers in the Willis Point 
to Boulder waters, and along the Bamberton shore, with four 
ounces and 150 feet of line in early mornings, and going as deep 
as 1*4 pounds of weight and 250 feet of line later in the day. 

Becher Bay and Redder Bay have been (producing a few 
chinooks In the 10 to 15-pound rang* with e«-ly mornings and 
afternoon best, along with tide changes. 

Oak Bay fishing has been excellent for chinooks in the 
seven to 19-pound range with Trial Island end The Gap best 
areas of strip, minnow and Hootchies. It has been scratch 
fishing off Victoria. 

Halibut fishermen have been taking so many fish In the 
Oak Bay area that conservationists are starting to worry if 
they are overfishing them. 

Porlier Pass is giving up chinooks and blues and Coffin 
Point at Ladysmith has been pretty good for chinooks. Chinooks 
are being taken from scattered points in Campbell River 
waters. 

★ * * 

The fretiwater outlook is bright as trout fishing is at its 
high point for the season. Worst, or best, thing that can happen 
is a black ant hatch, depending on what day it might occur. If 
you get in on the start of it fishing can be terrific. If you hit 
the water several hours after the hatch the fish have filled 
’heir bellies and go off the bite for a day or so. The hatch is 
due anytime, but weather has been cool. Maybe it won't come 
this holiday weekend, but have some ant flies in your tackle 
box in case. 

Campbell Lakes, small and big, have been good. Cowichan 
Lake has been good, but thy haven't been hitting .the lake trolls 
and worms as readily as yellow and red flatfish and bright 
flies. 

At Great Central the trout have gore off toe fly and are 
hitting the Flatfish. Cowichan River is giving up fish 
throughout its entire length. Sproat Lake has been good for 
tore* to four pounders and some bigger ones have been taken 
from Taylor Arm. 

Small mouth bass fishing is productive for lunkert. 

It isn't too late to take steelhead and there are some 
indication* the steelhead that were missing earlier in the 
season have come in late, and almost unnoticed. Of course they 
are mingling with kelts <spent fish) which doesn't make them 
so attractive to fish. 

MUko Jadrasko hit some big pockets of steelhead in the San 
Juan and Harris Creek waters a week ago.

In Edmonton, E. T. Staley, 
president of the British 
Columbia Federation of 
Labor.

The unionists, who with 
their wives, filled the PNE 
building almost to capacity, 
were very much in a mood 
for tough talk. They hooted, 
cheered and on occasions 
gave standing ovations to 
speakers who accused em¬ 
ployers of a conspiracy 
against the unions and who 
advocated that the unions 
meet the “bosses'' head-on. 

Among concrete steps taken 
was the endariation of three 
resolutions. 

Two of them dealing with 
hardships of workers who 
have found delays In receiv¬ 
ing unemployment insurance 
and who have been refused 
welfare payments during the 
provincial construction lock¬ 
out were very similar to 


rarolutions sent to the B.C. 
Moderation of Labor by the 
Victoria Labor council. 

The protests will go to the 
federal health minister. 
Premier Bennett, municipal 
Councils on the Leaver Main¬ 
land, Maekasey and the 
Uncnip icyment Insurance 
Com miss ioa. 

The unionist want Imme¬ 
diate social assistance and 
elimination of delays in pro¬ 
cessing unemployment insur¬ 
ance claims. 

The third resolution dealt 
with what labor sees as an 
attack on numerous unions by 
the employers, and the oourt 
Injunctions. 

It called far all unions to 
unite against the employer 
council's "increasing use of 
lockouts and oourt injunctions 
against the trade union move¬ 
ment." 

At the beginning of the rally 
Paddy Neale said it was 
common knowledge to union¬ 


ists that there is to be a 
nation-wide attack on the 
labor movement by big busi¬ 
ness and that it has purposely 
been started in B.C. because 
“we're the most highly organ¬ 
ized in Canada and the most 
militant”

conference for May 23 to

LOS ANGELES (CNS) -

The 
disastrous result is these women 
grow old awkwardly — and they 
don't even know why. 


"We retired in 1947 on what 
we thought would be a comfor¬ 
table income.”

It 
seems her life has been jerked 
from beneath her and she no 
longer knows who she is.

A lurvey of radiation 
hazards from microwave 
ovens — those electronic 
cookers that can bake a 
potato in three minutes or a 
cupcake in 30 seconds — will 
begin in a lew days, the L'.S.

There are more than 100,000 
microwave ovens in the coun¬ 
try. 40,000 of them in private 
homes. A spotcheck of elec¬ 
tronic cookers in January 
found some units entitling 10 
to 20 times the amount of 
radiation deemed safe by the

OTTAWA <CP) — Doctors 
are asked to prescribe low- 
estrogen birth control pills 
whenever possible in a special 
report on .the pill's blood¬ 
clotting hazards. 

The report was made by 
seven eminent medical men 
appointed by Health Minister 
John Munro last Jan. 22. They 
found significantly more 


reports of blood clots in use 
of oral contraceptives with a 
high content of the hormone 
estrogen. 

They said that if doctors 
now switch patients to a low- 
content pill, extra contracep¬ 
tive steps may be needed fur 
the first month. 

An estimated 800.000 women 
in Canada take the pills. 
Federal authorities could give 
no estimate of how many use 


those with the recommended 
low dosage but the Pharma¬ 
ceutical Manufacturers Asso¬ 
ciation said the majority are 
on low-dose ones. 

The report on the pill 
hazards was tabled in the 
Commons Thursday, eight 
days after it was submitted to 
the government. 

Britain, which furnished 
some of the evidence on 
which the Canadian recom¬ 


mendations are based, issued 
a public warning to women 
and to doctors last year 

Pills there have been cut tn 
an estrogen content of 50 
micrograms, the same figure 
recommended by the Cana¬ 
dian committee. 

The United States govern¬ 
ment last month mailed let¬ 
ters to doctors advising them 
to prescribe low-estrogen pills 
for general use. They also 
told drug manufacturers they 
will require them to provide a 
warning leaflet covering 
known and suspected hazards 
in consumer packages.

It is slightly larger than 
previously supposed — 14 
miles instead of about ID 
miles in diameter.

Before the Mariner 
flights it was thought that 
Mercury, the planet nearest 
the sun, was the darkest. 


But Phobos has what is 
called a brightness factor of 
only 0.065, compared to 0.100 
for Mercury. 0.115 for the 
Earth's moon, and 0.154 for 
Mars. 

Phobos swings around Mars 
on an orbital path about 4.000 
miles from the mother planet. 

So far Deiroo* has not yet 
Its little sister Deirnos, only 
five or six miles in diameter, 
orbits Mars 12.000 miles out. 


been Identified in any of the 
more than 200 photographs 
taken by the two Mariners. 
But further processing of the 
pictures may yield new infor¬ 
mation about the smaller 
moon too, Smith said. 

Smith believes Phobos' 
strange darkness may he due 
to a fairly dust-free surface 
under fairly constant bom¬ 
bardment by meteoritic par¬ 
ticles.

Ham Selye, noted authority 
on medical stress, said Mon¬ 
day he and his institute have 
been working on a new group 
of steroids which could "open 
up a new phase of pharma¬ 
cology" within three yean. 

The director of the Institute 
of Experimental Medicine and 
Surgery at the University of 
Montreal explained that ster¬ 
oids were kinds of hydro¬ 
carbons which include male 
and female hormones se¬ 
creted by internal glands.

YORK, England (IIP!) — Official* at the 
Flamingo Park Zoo have moved Hannibal, the mo's 
prixe Indian elephant, to a new house which sep¬ 
arates him more from visitors.

Selye and associates call 
the new steroids “catatoxics” 
because they cause the de¬ 
struction of toxic substances 
w ithout attacking disease- 
causing organisms as anti¬ 
biotic drugs do. He said there 
are two kinds of defensive 
steroids. 

The first group makes us 
tolerate toxins like that from 
a bee sting. You might call 
them tissue tranquilizer*, An 
example would be cortisone 
used In the treatment of 
rheumatism.

“The new group of steroids 
have been shown to attack the 
source of the trouble itself — 
the toxins — by stimulating 
the liver to produce enzymes 
which digest and destroy the 
poisons invading the body." 

In animal experiments. 
Institute researchers have 
found that if a rat Is first 
treated with a new steroid he 
can be given normally lethal 
doses of nicotine and remain 
“perfectly all right.”

One feature in our last garden which 
always posed a somewhat perplexing 
problem was a long, narrow flower bed 
running all the way trom the street 
back to the garage. The thing was 40 
feet long but only 16 inches wide, and it 
wasn’t easy to find plants proportioned 
correctly for such awkward dimensions. 

Anything over a foot tall would look 
completely out of place in this narrow 
bed bordering our driveway. Plants that 
bloomed sparingly were out, too, for the 
bed had to make a solid ribbon of color 
to look right. And anything we planted 
there had to start blooming fairly early 
in the season — we didn't want to wait 
until the summer was half over to get 
some color — and it had to keep on 
blooming all summer long and well into 
the fall. Not many bedding plants could 
meet those rigid specifications. 

* * A 

For several years we planted the 
driveway border bed with salvia, using 
the variety Blaze of Fire, a compact 
plant about 10 inches tall. This was 
satisfactory in every respect, making a 
40-foot ribbon of blazing scarlet, bloom¬ 
ing without pause all summer. The cost 
was reasonable, too — about $7.50 for 
enough plants to furnish the long bed. 

Anyone with an ounce of brains 
would have continued to plant up the 
bed every spring with such an excellent 


and suitable subject.' but as I am 
afflicted w4th an incurable itch to 
experiment, I had to abandon the 
wonderfully eo-operative salvia and try 
something else. 

One year I bought and planted 10 
dozen plants of the annual dwarf phlox 
called Twinkles. It was a complete flop 

thin and patchy in bloom, and wishy- 
washy in its pale pastel colors after the 
solid scarlet of the salvia. The plants 
were straggly in habit, too, and I 
learned later — from a parks gardener 
— that you get sturdier plants and a 
much better showing Trom Twinkles by 
simply scattering seeds 00 the ground 
rather than by buying started plants. 

Another year, the much touted 
scarlet lobelia called Rosamunde came 
a horrible magenta shade with me, and 
finished up on the compost heap. The 
dwarf annual pink called Bravo did 
well, but grew just a little tall and 
floppy for my liking. Incidentally, these 
Bravo pinks — developed in Japan — 
all sprouted from the roots the following 
year, and after being transplanted to 
another bed, they grew away much 
more neatly and compactly. I suspect 
they are really perennials that bloom 
their first year from seed. 

One plant which was higfily success¬ 
ful in our problem bed was the dwarf 
bedding petunia — the nana com pacta 


type. The plants are Inexpensive to buy, 
tidy and compact in'Shape,' and while 
the individual flowers are small and 
rather plain in comparison fith the 
large-flowered frilly kinds, they are 
produced so profusely that, you can 
hardly see the plants for the blooms, 
making a solid mass of color. 

Petunias have one advantage over 
salvias in that you have a much wider 
choice of colors — we even have yellow 
petunias nowadays. One , year We 
furnished the driveway border bod with 
a hybrid multiflora petunia sailed Sugar 
Plum, and this was a sheer delight — 
orchid pink flowers with wipe red veins 
in the petals. 

* * * 

Another successful year for the 
problem bed was with dwarf marigolds 
of the Petite class; we used Petite 
Gold, although we could have chosen 
pale yellow or deep orange color 
schemes. These, like the bedding 
petunias, make short, compact plants 
blooming profusely all summer long. 

If I had to plant marigolds again in 
a narrow bed. though, I would choose 
one of the Nugget type •— Yellow 
Nugget, Gold Nugget or Orange Nugget 
These come into bloom earlier, stand 
only 12 inches tall, and as they are 
mule-like hybrids which cannot set seed 
they require very little dead-heading.

Strike Hits 
B.C.’s 

Revenues 


Resources Minister Ray 
Williston said Thursday the 
towboat strike, now in its 
second week, is “really 
affecting" provincial govern¬ 
ment revenues from the 
lorest industry. 

He gave no details of the 
revenue loss but said the 
forest industry can't keep 
wood chips moving to coastal 
pulp mills without tugboats. 


Williston made the state- 
ments during a brief informal 
exchange Thursday with fed¬ 
eral Regional Economic Ex¬ 
pansion Minister Jean Mar- 
chand in Victoria. 

The occasion was the sign¬ 
ing by Marchand for the 
federal government and Agri¬ 
culture Minister Cyril Shel- 
ford for B.C on a new five- 
year agreement under the 
Agricultural and Rural Devel¬ 
opment Act iARDAL Williston 
was a witness to the signing. 


When Williston and Mar¬ 
chand were introduced, the 
B.C. minister urged the fed¬ 
eral government to get the 
parties in the towboat strike 
back to the bargaining table 
without further delay 

Williston said the strike, if 
prolonged, would seriously 
affect not only the provincial 
economy but Canada's as 
well. He said use of "a 
sledgehammer" is no longer 
effective in settling labor 
disputes and called for fuller 
cooperation between Ottawa 
and B.C. in the labor relations 
field. 


A wmxlwurkers spokesman 
said late Thursday, “We will 
honor that line just as long as 
it's there. That’s IWA policy, 
and we'll stick with it. Our 
lawyers in Vancouver are 
aware of. this situation and 
are working on it right now.

The four men reached the 
summit by the traditional 
aoutheast ridge route.

— Cable television oper¬ 
ators appeared angry 
and uncertain at the 
close of a four-day meet¬ 
ing Thursday. 

Many of the' UBO delegates 
to the annual ^convention of 
the Canadian Cable Television 
Association expressed severe 
opposition to new obligations 
they fear will be required of 
them by the Canadian Radio- 
Television Commission. 

The opposition is strong 
enough that many small 
operators said they would put 
their systems up for sale and 
accept any reasonable offer in 
order to get out of the 
business.

The larger operators, from 
cities like Vancouver. 
Toronto. Ottawa and Mon¬ 
treal, however, seem to have 
no intention of leaving the 
industry. They plan instead to 
re-structure the association in 
such a way that it can 
become a strong bargaining 
force in dealings with the 
CRTC 


At the root of the present 
concern is the cable oper¬ 
ators' confusion, anger and 
frustration regarding pro 
posals announced last month 
by the CRTC - federal 
regulatory agency — as 
guides for the future develop¬ 
ment of cable TV. 

CRTC vice-chairman Harry 
Boyle made an impassioned 
plea to delegates Wednesday 
for understanding of the com¬ 
mission's intentions in 
announcing the proposed 
guides.

Boyle said the proposals 
will be the subject of a public 
hearing in the fall and the 
CRTC would not hesitate to 
change its position after hear¬ 
ing all sides in the debate. 

Bet the commission had to 
carry out the requirement of 
the broadcasting Act. passed 
in 1968. calling for the 
development of a distinctly 
Canadian br oadcasting 
system. 

Cable operators were desig¬ 
nated as broadcasters under 
the act and became subject to 
regulation by the CRTC.

Students Launch Rockets 


Five miniature rockets 
were launched at 12.30 p.m. 
Wednesday by two young 
members of the Victoria 
Rocket Research Association 
from the playground of the 
Reynolds junior high school. 

About 60 young spectators 
watched as 15-y e’a r -o 1 d 
Gordon Hackett, of 775 Daffo¬ 
dil, and 16-year-old Jack van 
Wiltenburg, of 4093 Carey, 
launched their small rockets, 
ranging from one to three 
feet in length. 

* ★ ★ 

Three of the rockets were 
successfully launched, reach¬ 
ing a height of about 200 feet. 
The other two fizzled out. 

One rocket that fizzled after 
climbing a little distance into 
the air carried an egg as its 
payload. Spectators surround¬ 
ing the launching pad quickly 
scrambled clear while fhe 
rocket made a crash landing. 

Henry Kuyvenhoven, of 3957 
Glanford, the industrial edu¬ 
cation supervisor at Reynolds 
school, said the school spon¬ 
sored the rocket-firing as a 
demonstration for power 
mechanics students. He said 
that rockets, their igniting 
systems, and their engines 
are discussed in his power 
mechanics class. 

In the demonstration on the 
Reynolds school grounds, 
homemade rockets of card¬ 
board and balsa wood were 
used. After a short count¬ 


down, the successfully 
launched rockets went up 
with a whoosh and a puff of 
smoke. Their descent was 
slowed with a streamer on 
parachute. 

Each of the rockets was 
single-stage and had three 
engines. The engines were 
cardboard cylinders the size 
of penlight batteries, packed 
with a powder fuel. 

The launching pad for the 
rockets consisted of thin 
metal rods planted in the 
ground. 

Wicrowires were attached 
to the cylinders of the engines 
and lead to a 12-volt battery 
which provided power to 
ignite the fuel.

Blastoffs were controlled hy 
a homemade instrument panel 
belonging to the Victoria 
Rocket Research Association 
and a telescope was available 
to track down the rockets. 

Mrs. Norah Cox, of 302 
Irving Road and secretary- 
treasurer of the Victoria 
Rocket Research Association, 
was present at the launching 
site on the school grounds as 
firing supervisor. 

There are about 15 
members ranging from 10 to 
17 years old in the Victoria 
Rocket Research Association, 
formerly known as the Vic¬ 
toria Space Crusaders. 

They meet every three 
weeks at the Marigold Scout 


HaJl at 3 p.m. Sunday, 
launches take place at a 

gravel pit near S<x>ke every 
fourth Sunday at 2 p.m. Most 
members build their own 
Ihckets.

Those who join Victoria's 
Rocket Research Association 
first have to become a 
member of tbe Canadian 
Ass ociation of Rock«ry. 
Membership in the associa¬ 


tion provides profcierty and 
liability insurance. 

At any rocket launching, a 
qualified firing supervisor 
over 21 yean old has to be 
present, according to the 
regulations of the Canadian 
association. The firing super¬ 
visor possess knowledge about 
such things as engines, 
weights and first aid. 

Mrs. Cox said that she has 
never built a rocket herself. 


“However, I like to see 
boys building their own 
rockets and no* just buying 
kits," she said.

A crowded spectators' gal¬ 


lery broke into loud applause 
and cheers after council voted 
7 to 1 in favor of a motion to 
defeat the rezoning applica¬ 
tion 

Council's decision ended a 
controversy that lasted well 
over a yekr. The project, 
which was to consist of 122 
garden apartment units, was 


opposed by area residents 
from the start. 

Planned by Danzo and 
Franco Holdings Ltd. of Port 
Albemi, the complex was to 
be bounded by Cook, Summit. 
The Rise and the uncompleted 
section of Topaz. 

* * * 

To accommodate the pro¬ 
posed development, a zoning 
change of the property from 
residential to R-3G garden 
apartment was necessary 

Shortly before council voted 
on the matter. Aid. Clyde 
Savage suggested that the 
property be turned into a 
park. 

It seemed that the city 
couldn't sell the property if it 
was developed into residential 
lota. The cost of each lot 
would be too high, he said. 


' Therefore I would suggest 
that this entire parcel of land 
be converted into a park.
